J. G. Wellington, a saloon keeper, 
was riddled with buckshot from a re­ 
peating shotgun, and died almost in­ 
stantly. 
W. J. Cooke, watchman In a lumber 
yard, and acting as Judge of election, 
was shot in the side and will die. He 
was liken to the city hospital. 
B. E. Conn, another Judge of elec­ 
tion, was shot in la heel. 
The trouble arose over the county 
election, which was held Thursday. 
'Wellington Insisted on being present 
at the co"ut. of ballots, and in an ar­ 
gument Wellington is said to have 
drawn a revolver and began shooting. 
According to the story told the police 
Conn rushed out of the polling place, 
secured a shotgun and began firing. 
The first shot fairly riddled Welling­

County Delegations and not County Con­ 
ventions Control the “ Drop­ 
ped” 
Vote. 


The following letter from the as­ 
sistant attorney general explains 
itself: 
R. G. Maury, Houston. Texas. 
Aug. I, 1906.— Dear Sir: 
I am 
in receipt ot yours of the diet, and 
in reply to your first inquiry, you 
are advised that, the county con­ 
vention of a county can not bind 
the delegation of the county, elect­ 
ed by it to cast its vote in the state 
convention,' by instruction as to 
how this delegation shall cast its 
vote after first ballot, or the pro 
rata part of it which, on the first 
ballot, was cast for a candidate 
who was dropped on the second 
ballot. 
This is regulated bv law, 
and the party for whom thi< vote 
will be cast on the second ballot 
m ust be determined by the delega­ 
tion, and not by the county con­ 
vention. 
Replying to second 
question, 
you are advised that no more dele­ 
gates can be sent to the state con­ 
vention than the county has votes 
in that convention. Alternates can 
not be elected. 
If all of the dele­ 
gates do not attend, the vote of the 
county m u d be cast by “such of 
them as may attend.’ 
Yours truly, Claude Pollard. 
Office Assistant Attorney General. 
As the attorney general’s ruling, 
in the absence of a judicial con­ 
struction, is accepted by officers, 
including the 
various executive 
committees of the p a r ty ,this settles 
the question of second choice in­ 
struction.— Houston Chronicle.

Tho 
government Is handling the situation 
carefully, fearing the movement may 
spread throughout the country. 
Cos­ 
sacks are used only In extreme cases 
and then disperse crowds with more 
gentleness than they do in Russia. 
It has transpired that the sharp fir­ 
ing heard from 8veaborg between 4 
and 5 o’clock Thursday morning came 
from Infantry reinforcements dispatch­ 
ed there for the purpose of construct- 
' ing pontoon bridges from island to is­ 
land, in order to protect fortifications 
from th*- mutineers. The troops were 
supported by a cannonade from the 
fortress on Sandhamm island. The at­ 
tempt was successful and the govern­ 
ment flag was hoisted at noon, show­ 
ing that Sveaborg fortress is in the 
, hands of Loyalists. 
Some 2,000 rein­ 
forcements of troops arrived at Hel­ 
singfors. 
Telegraph lines were cut, severing 
connections with Viborg, and a small 
railroad bridge between here and Vi­ 
borg blown up. 
The bridge was sub­ 
sequently repaired. 
Trains from St. Petersburg are ar­ 
riving here after great delay. One of 
the railway bridges here has again 
been blown up with dynamite, but it 
was soon repaired. 
Casualties at Sveaborg were many, 
but 500 is undoubtedly an unexagger­ 
ated number. 
Officers- wives showed unerring de­ 
votion as nurses. Wounded mutineers 
suffered considerably, as there were 
but ill provided with medical supplies, 
plies.

Pepys' narrative is always dram atic 
—himself being the center of the play— 
while Evelyn is historical, pathetic or 
didactic, as the mood seizes him. Pepys 
gives us the comedy of his time, as 
Plautus and Terence gave us the com­ 
edy of theirs. 
Evelyn, on the other 
hand, has something of Livy in his 
composition and uot a little of Cicero. 
Compare, for instance, their treatm ent 
of the great fire, and you may m easure 
the distance between them . T hus it is 
th at Pepys’ account liegtns: "Some of 
our maids, sitting up late last night to 
get things ready against our feast to­ 
day, Jane called us up about 3 In the 
morning to tell us of n great fire they 
saw in the city. So I rose and slipped 
on my nightgown and w ent to her w in­ 
dow " 
And now turn to Evelyn and 
see the tem per in which he views the 
destruction of tile city. 
“The clouds 
of smoke were dismal and reached up­ 
on computation near fifty miles in 
length,” he w rites the day after the 
fire 
"Thus I left it tills afternoon 
burning, a resemblance of Sodom or 
the last day. 
It forcibly called to my 
mind th at passage, ‘Non entm hic ha- 
bemus stabllem civitatem,’ the ruins 
resembling the picture of Troy. 
Lon­ 
don was, but It is no more!” 
Pepys sets the* scene before you like 
a man; Evelyn reflects upon the trage 
dy like a w riter, ingenious in reference 
and quick w ith allusion. 
We need not 
discuss which is the better method, but 
it may surely lie said that the world 
will produce another hundred Evelyns 
before it fashions a fitting rival for 
Pepys.—London Spectator.
